When the dusky couple’s first-born was 
only a few days old, “Milton,” its reputed 
father, ran Away. He hasn’t been seen 
around Cross Keys since. 

“milton’s” absence didn't seem to cut 
much figure at the cabin for next year there 
was another pickaninny there. In time there 
were five or six. Nobody asked any ques- 
tions. It wasn't anybody's concern if pick- 
aninnies “‘jess growed.” The more of them 
the merrier, for they had a market value. 

After the third child was born do Puss“ 
the kind-hearted farmer gave her her free- 
dom and gave her rooms in his own house. 
She has lived there ever since. 

Aubuchon also adopted a white girl named 
Felicite Ruell. 

After the war he amassed wealth rapidly. 
He wen. into parmership with James Long 
and loaned money on gilt-edged real estate. 
Through all the years of his prosperity 
„Puss,“ the mulatto, and her children lived 
with the family in the farm-house. 

In 1874, while ill, Farmer Aubuchon made 
a will, It was signed Feb. 29, 1874, and was 
witnessed by Henry Berry, William W. Hen- 
derson and Joseph D. Shewalter. 

He willed twenty acres each of choice 
farm land to the mulatto woman, “Puss,” 
and her brother, Bob,“ and the rest of his 


buchons. This will leave the white heirs 
out in the cold. 

The will dated Feb. 29, 1874, was filed by 
Frank A buchon after he came here from 
Colorado.

THE DUMP IN SALARIES. 


The New York Journal of Commerce 
is one of the newspapers that in the re- 
cent campaign most earnestly advocated 
the election of McKinley, because his 
election would mean the maintenance of 
„ound money.” Throughout the cam- 
paign it urged the argument that Mo- 
Kinley's election and the triumph of 
“sound money” meant a revival of busi- 
ness .prosperity. This revival of pros- 
perity, it declared, méant the increase of 
wages and was the anly means by which 
salaries could be maintained. 

McKinley was elected nearly two 
months ago. The promised prosperity 
has not come. The promised increase of 
wages has not materialized. Salaries 
are being cut in nearly every branch of 
business, and Senator Chandler has intro- 
duced into the Senate a bill providing 
for a cut of ten per cent in all Govern- 
mental salaries. The Journal of Com- 
merce is no longer arguing, but is record- 
ing the facts. In its letter on Chicago 
trade, published in its issue of December 
15, it gives the following significant news: 
The large houses are now engaged in mak- 
ing arrangements with their employes, and 
in several important houses ft is aid that 
there has been no escape from some reduc- 
tion in salary for the coming year. While 
there has been discontent expressed, it is 
said that almost invariably the reduction 
has been accepted in the end by mem Who 
find the market for services overstocked in 
all directions. As a sample of the depth to 
which the knife is belfig inserted, it is re- 
ported that one house will reduce expenses 
by salary reductions to the amount of $100,- 
000 for 1897, and other houses may reduce as 
much or more. It should be said, however, 
that this policy is not universal, and that 
some houses are renewing on the 1896 basis. 


What is being done in Chicago in this 


line is being done in every large city of 
the country. It is being done here in 
St. Louis. It is belng done as quietly as 
possible, but employes will talk among 
themselves, and the facts get out. 

The Post-Dispatch at least is not sur- 
prised. Its prophecies are being ful- 
filled. Their fulfillment cannot be avoid- 
ed. When the prices of products on 
which the wealth of the country is based 
go down, everything else, including 
wages and salariés, must go down with 


blame for reducing salaries under ex- 
isting conditions, Some of them need not 
do so, as the payment of the old salaries 
would mean no more in their case than 
a reduction of swollen profits. In very 
many cases, however, the only alterna- 
tive left them is to reduce salaries and 
other expenses or go out of business. 

Mere will be no revival of prosperity 
under the gold standard, and during the 
next four years there will be a practically 
universal reduction of salaries in almost 
every line of business. The reduction will 
not be made as an “object lesson,” but 
under the compulslon of an inexorable 
law of trade. In the hard school of ex- 
perience the people of the United States 
will learn what folly they committed on 
November 3.

The first of the three bronze entrance doors for the new Congressional Library 
at Washington, D. C., is now on exhibition at the foundry of John Williams, in 
West Twenty-seventh street, New York City. 

This door has a melancholy interest. The sculptor who modeled itthe tal- 
ented Olin L. Ward—died from a fall from his bicycle and thus never saw his 
work in clay finished in bronze. The door was designed by Mr. Edward Pearce 
Casey and the work was executed by John Williams at a cost of $25,000. 

The tympanum of the door represents, in a graceful curve, Tradition, in the 
form of a Grecian goddess, talking to savage aborigines, held spellbound by the 
magic of her tongue. 

On the panels of the door are Imagination, depicting a charming girl with a 
harp; Memory, with a sword and helmet, and two smaller figures, emblematic of 
the incidents portrayed above. 

The door and its brénze accompaniments weigh three tons, It is the first work 
of such magnitude in bronze that American talent has turned e ‘out.

ROBERT MAULE’S FUNERAL.

The news of the Princeton Und.) mine dis- 
aster caused great gloom in Belleville, Il. 
Four of the victims had until recently 
lived thera, and left many relatives and 
friends who waited tearfully and anxiously 
for more particulars of the catastrophe. 

The home of John Maule, the owner of 
the mine, at C and Julia streets, was de- 
sieged all day Sunday by sympathizers and 
inquirers, but the family had no informa- 
tion further than was contained in the 


morning papers. 

Mr. Maule received a telegram late Sat- 
urday afternoon, stating that fourteen were 
dead and nine injured. He left on the night 
express for Princeton. At 7 o’clock Sunday 
morning he telephoned to his son Alex that 
both his son Robert and his son-in-law, 
Frank Turber, were dead, and he gave di- 
rections about the location of their graves. 
A later messdge contained the welcome 
news that Turber was only slightly in- 
ured.
